June Spotlight: Pediatrics Department

The Pediatric Clinic provides care 
for dependent children, from the ages 
of newborn to their 16th birthday, for 
Active Duty and Retired personnel. 
Infants and children are routinely seen 
for their "Well Baby" check-ups, and 
older children for their physicals. 

These appointments usually include 

those dreaded immunizations. The Clinic 
has some "same day" appointments for 
those children who wake up sick and 

need to be seen by a healthcare 
provider that day. Children are also 
seen for "Attention Deficit Disorder," 
questionable rashes, follow-ups for 
infection (i.e. ear, pneumonia), or any 
other medical psychosocial problems 

they may have. 

In addition to Immunizations, the 
Pediatric Clinic also does Circum¬ 
cisions on infants six weeks and 
younger if they were not circumcised as 
inpatients. Asthma updraft treatments 
are given to patients by the Nurse or 
the corpsmen. Lab work is drawn and 
IV's are started by the nurse or the 
physicians on patients who are being 
admitted to the hospital from the 
Clinic. Minor skin procedures are also 
done.

Nurse Practitioner. The rest of the 
staff includes: Mrs. Barbara Fockler, 
RN; HM2 Penni Jordan, USN, Leading 
Petty Officer; HM3 Shelly Frederick, 
USN; HA Sean Kempf, USN; HA Erica 
Olsovsky, USN; Mrs. Marie Willis, 
Appointment Clerk; and Mrs. Denise 
Stephens, Receptionist. 


In 1989, the Pediatric Clinic saw 
11,927 children for appointments and 
4,057 immunizations were given. Since 
January 1990, 2,372 immunizations have 
been given, and 7,387 children have 
been seen for appointments. As you can 
see, the Pediatric Clinic is growing 
more and more everyday. 


Medline

The Medical Library at Naval Hos¬ 
pital Orlando has recently introduced a 
new resource of information for our 
healthcare providers. It is entitled 
"Medline" and is the world's foremost 
bibliographical database of medical 
information. It draws on resources 
going back over 20 years and covers 
3,500 journals. Available from the 
National Library of Medicine, Medline's 
database includes citations to about 6 
million articles dating from 1966 to 
present. While many databases have the 
problem of containing articles written 
in languages other than English (which 
can present obvious problems), Medline 
has 80% of citations in the current 
file referring to English language 
items. A healthcare provider can 
locate articles on virtually every 
topic in medicine simply and quickly 
and can print citations on the printer 
or have them printed overnight at the 
National Library of Medicine and mailed 
to him/her the next day. This is an 
outstanding resource and I encourage 
you to use it to your advantage.

The Medical Service Corps is the 
most highly diversified corps within 
the Medical Department and, in Naval 
Hospital Orlando, we have twelve of the 
different specialties serving with the 
health care team.

Clinical psychologists, 
social workers, dietitians, optome¬ 
trists, physical therapists, podia¬ 
trists, medical technologists, pharm¬ 
acists, radiation health officers, 
audiologists, environmental health of¬ 
ficers, patient administration offi¬ 
cers, fiscal and supply, and others in 
a variety of administrative support 
roles. NHO salutes the MSC's: "You 
complement the health care team in 
innumerable ways and we just simply 
couldn't get the job done without you!"
